SUMMARY: AS ANTICIPATED, THE TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
JANUARY 9, 1964 RIOTS HAS PASSED QUITELY AND WITHOUT 
INCIDENT. THAT IT DID SO WAS DUE TO PANAMA'S RESOLVE TO 
IN NO WAY DISRUPT THE PROGRESS OF TREATY NEGOTIATIONS.

1. A DATE LONG RECOGNIZED AS PREGNANT WITH VIOLENT ANTI- 
AMERICAN POTENTIAL, THE TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE JANUARY 9, 
1964 RIOTS, WAS INSTEAD A DAY OF PEACEFUL, EVEN SOLEMN. 
COMMEMORATION. OFFICIALLY DECLARED A DAY OF NATIONAL 
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MOURNING IN MEMORY OF THOSE PANAMANIANS WHO DIED IN 1964, 
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SHOPS AND OFFICES WERE CLOSED AND FLAGS FLOWN AT HALF- 
STAFF. THE PUBLIC MOOD WAS RESTRAINED AND THE DAY PASSED 
UNMARRED BY VIOLENCE OR CONFRONTATION. 

2. THE MANNER IN WHICH THE OCCASION WAS HANDLED BY THE
